Lists  of  passages  for  dealing  with  enquirers, 
skeptics,  doubters,  and .  all  classes  of  persons  with 
whom  the  soul-winner  comes  in  actual  working  contact. 

At  the  head  of  each  book,  descriptive  name,  key 
verse,  key  word,  central  characters,  chief  themes,  analy- 
sis of  book,  object  of  writing,  to  and  by  whom  written, 
and  any  other  such  terse  data  as  may  help  you  in 
Christ's  work.

Materials. 


A  good  ruler,  fine  point  .and  stub  pens,  soft,  col- 
ored pencils,  and  colored  inks — as  many  and  such 
colors  of  pencils  and  inks  as  may  be  desired,  (see 
symbols)..  Ink  is  better  than  pencils  when  a  kind  can 
be  procured  which  will  not  eat  through  the  paper.  A 
good,  clear  type,  rice  paper,  silk  sewed,  flexible  cov- 
ered reference  Bible,  with  concordance  and  text  book 
attached,  is  very  desirable. 

Directions. 

Preserve  a  uniform  size  and  position  for  the  sym- 
bols. 

Except  when  otherwise  indicated,  all  marking  is 
done  with  pens  and  black  ink. 

Mark  the  symbols  either  upon  the  margin  or 
across  the  face  of  the  passage,  as  preferred. 

One  passage  may  require  two  or  more  symbols; 
these  will-not  interfere  when  neatly  marked. 

The  symbols  are  in  some  cases  arbitrary  and  may 
be  changed,  or  others  added  at  will.  This  system 
may  be  used  wholly  or  in  part.

RAILROADING. 

Underscore,  with  pens  and  black  ink,  different 
related  words  or  thoughts  and  connect  the  underlines 
with  lighter  lines.  Make  all  connecting  lines  as  nearly 
as  possible  parallel  to  each  other,  or,  when  running  in 
opposite  directions,  to  cross  each  other  at  the  angle  of 
an  X.  Underline  only  the  part  of  a  passage  which 
conveys  the  thought,  and  connect  the  running  lines 
or  railways  with  the  end,  not  the  middle,  of  the  under- 
lines. 

One  passage  may  have  several  railway  connec- 
tions, therefore  underscore  no  more  of  a  verse  than  is 
necessary;  but,  in  order  to  run  the  railways  at  uni- 
form angles,  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  underline 
either  more  or  less  words  than  the  sense  would  really 
require. 

A  letter  or  number  at  the  end  of  a  railway  line, 
drawn  into  the  margin,  refers  to  a  similar  letter  or 
number  found  elsewhere  on  the  same  page,  where  the 
same  line  of  thought  is  taken  up  and  railroaded.  If 
it  be  desired  to  make  a  connection  with  another  page, 
similarly  run  the  railway  down  or  up  into  the  margin 
and  mark  the  chapter  and  verse  to  which  reference  is 
to  be  made ;  at  that  point,  also,  refer  back,  or  forward, 
to  the  first  passage  in  a  similar  manner.  Any  one  of 
the  signs  *  t  II  §  marked  beside  a  passage  refers  to  a 
jotting,  or  group  of  jottings,  found  at  some  conveni- 
ent marginal  point,  so  marked  also. 

The  following  diagram  is  a  facsimile  of  a  page  from 
the  author's  Bible,  and  will  serve  to  illustrate  the  sys- 
tem of ''  Railroading  "  just  explained.  The  use  of  the 
symbols  is  not  illustrated  on  this  diagram,  nor,  for  the 
sake  of  space,  do  the  references  appear.

DONTS. 

Don't  mark  hastily. 

Don't  prefer  quantity  to  quality. 

Don't  mark  for  mere  marking's  sake. 

Don't  mark  before  you  have  mastered  the  plan. 

Don't  take  up  Bible  marking  as  a  ''fad^'  only  to 
drop  it. 

Don't  be  a  mere  copyist;  original  marking  is  far 
better. 

Don't  mark  anything  in  your  Bible  of  which  you 
may  be  ashamed  in  after  years. 

Don't  be  deterred  by  a  fear  of  ^'spoiling"  your 
Bible.     You  will  not  spoil  it  if  you  mark  with  care. 

Don't  use  an  acid  ink  or  a  "scratchy"  colored 
pencil ;  it  is  just  as  easy  to  get  the  right  kind  as  the 
wrong.
